Indeed, 
if we fpeak the Truth, it muft be confefs’d, that even 
thofe few are not entirely free from this Affeclation of 
the dark Sublime, as muft be obvious to any careful 
Reader of Osborne's Works ; tho’ in the celebrated Ad- 
vice to his Son he acknowledges it to be a very great 
Fault, and as fuch advifes him to avoid it. Hence that 
Fondnefs for Point in Poetry which fo long prevail’d, 
and thofe everlafting Antithefes difcernible in the Profe 
of the Authors of the next Age. From ail this I con- 
clude, that the Applaufe of the prefent Age, or of any

good Writers have been little efteemed in their I f - 
times, and why many bad ones have obtained great Ap- 
plaufe. This being a proper Solution of the Objeéticn, 
I think there is no farther Danger of its fubverting 
what I before laid down, and therefore ] fhal! proceed 
to fhew, that the Account I have given of the Matter is 
founded in Fact as well as in Opinion, which I prefume 
will make the Fa& perfeéily clear. 

There have been in former Ages Authors who have 
written with great Applaufe, and who have in Procefs of 
Time loft their Credit; whereas on the other hand, 
there have likewife been Authors who have gathered 
Fame through the Courfe of many Ages. As among 


the Greeks, Homer, Hefiod, and .Theoeritus, have evet 


been allowed to excell in Poetry; Ars/orle, Pla’o, and 





fingle Age, is but an Interlocutery Judgment in favour 
of any Author, and may be reverfed at any Time here- 
after, if good Caufe can be fhewn. 

This will appear the more clearly, if we confider-that 
the Humour of the Age, or the Humour of a People, 
often eftablifhes Wrong for Right tm other Matters For 
inflance, What could be more contrary to Reafon, Hu- 
manity, and Politenefs, than the Shews of Gladiators 
which were fo generally admired at Rome, not only in 
the Decline of the Commonwealth, and when fhe fell 
under the Power of bloody and tyrannical Emperors, 
but even in her moft flourifhing State, when the Romans 
were allowed to be the wifeit, moft humane, and the 
poliieft People ? What more inconfiftent with the, Do- 
&rines of the Chriitian Religion than Bull-Feafs, which 
to this Day are the Delight of the Spaniards; while they 
pique themfelves upon being good Chriftians, and every 
private Man as well asthe King would take it amifs 
if you refufed him the Title of Mo? Catholick? What 
more contradictory not only to the Laws of Morality 
and Religion, but to the Rules of Civility and Good- 
Breeding, than the Cuftom of Duels, which fo long and 
fo generally prevail’d in France? If therefore Ages and 


tions, are fubjeét to Humours which influence ‘them {fo 
far as to aét openly, conitantly, and confefledly againit 
Reafon, in the Judgments they make in certain Things, 
why notin their Judgments of Books and Authors? 
What Ground is there to believe, that thole'whom we 
fee fallible in fo many other Refpeéts, fhould never err 








in this ? Or what Obligation are we under to fubmit to 
the Humour of an Age in this Particular, which we 
think we have a Right to difpute in other Particulars ; 
and which for this very Reafon we make it our Glory 
not only to difpute but to defpife, that we may appear 
zealous Votaries to Truth, and Men fo much attach d ro 
Juftice, as to be ready to efpoufe her Caufe when fhe 
has the leaft Company about her. 











It is eafy to fee, that from hence an Odjeétion may 
be raifed tending to overturn all that I have been endea 
vouring to eftablith. For it may be faid, that if the 
Cafe be as I have ttated it, [atte is a precarious thing, 
depending purely on the prevailing Humour of an Age, 
and therefore not to be rely’d upon ; whence it would 
follow, that there is no Standard in Writing, becaule 
the Judgment of the Generality of Men at one time is 
as good as their Judgment at another. Before I reply 
particularly to this, it may not be improper to obferve, 
that by the fame Strain of Argument the very Notion of 
Beauty would be banih'd out of the Wor'd. For about 
what have Mea-differed more -than as to this? What 
{trikes us with Admiration in Ewrope is little fet by in /- 
fia, anduccounted Deformity in Afric, What with us is 
Beauty, is not efteemed fo either in the North or in Italy. 
Nay, what is ftill more extraordinary, we ourfelves ac- 
count thofe Imperfections, which our Anceftors held for 
Graces. But in fpite of all this, ic is fure no Paradox 
to aflert, that there were, are, and will be Beauties in 
all Ages. The Point is, to determine who are the pro- 
per Judges of Beauty? In anfwer to which | fay, that 
the proper Judges of Beauty in all Ages and in all Caies 
are {uch and fuch only as are guided by Reafon, and 
not by Humour or Fancy. By Reafon, I mean the 
Power of affigning juft and cogent Arguments in fupport 


udgment unfupported by any Arguments; and by Fan- 
ya Devin of ail pe into the will and 
Pleafure of the Perfon taking upon himielf to judge. 
I fay farther, that the Bulk of Mankind having in aft 
Ages been fubject to Humour and Fancy, much more

| nown'd , Cicero, Seneca, and Pliry were allo great Phi- 
lofophers; and Liwy, Salluft, and Cornelius Nepos were 
admirable Writers of Hiftory. I might have inflanced 
many more from amongft the Ancients, and I might 
fwell this Catalogue by .mentioning mony Wrirers of 

jater Date; but L do not take this Method, becaute J 
have no Intention to make a Parsde Of Learning no 
Defign to withdraw the Reader’s Attention from the 
main Point in queftion, by leading him into a Laby- 
rinth of Quotations, but have barely cited what is (uf4- 
cient for my Purpofe, and from the Confideration of 
which 1 mutt be clear, That Judgments founded in Red- 
fon abide tor ever, and that coniequently, tho’ Humour 
| and Whim may fometimes cenominete Tafle; yet rhat 
ismercly with refpeét to Time or Place, the Tafte of 
fuch an Age, or of fuch a Country, and hath nothing 
to do with the true and ftable Taille, which in al! Times 
and in all Places will prevail, among Men of good 

‘Sente and clear Heads, that is, with capable Judges. 

‘Thefe things thus fettled, there remains yet one Point 
to be fpoken to, and that is, How thofe Rules may be 
collected which will enable every capable .and. candid 

Reader to judge with Certainty, or, in, other Words, to 
read with Jafle. In_ refpeét to this my Opinion is, 
that the only Methed we can take is, To read coniiant- 
ly, colly, and with much Deliberation, thofe Authors 
who have itood the Teft of Ages, and are on all hands 
acknowledged excellent; for trom them we may eafily 
collect fuch Knowledge with regard to Matter and Me- 
thod, to Sentiment and Expreflion, to S$enfe and Stile, 
as will by Comparifon furnith us with juft [deas of the 
Worth of any modern Book we read, and enable us to 
decide, by Reafon not by Rote, on the Writings of our 
Cotemporaries. But it may be faid, that the Means I 
infilt upon will require much Time and Application, 
which many People have not to {pare : To which J ane 
iwer, That the End is of fuch Importance as may very 
well balance the Time and Trouble neceflary to compals 
the Means. I fay farther, that if a Man cannot pare 
the lime, or is unwilling to give himfelf the Trouble 
neceflary to attain that Knowledge which would render 
him a comipecent Judge of the Merit cf Books, Writings, 
and Authors, that then the leaft he can do is, moveitly 
to decline Judging. For if fuch a Mam takes upon him 
to judge by the Lights given by another Perfon, his 
Judgment is not his own tho’ he pronounces it, but the 
Judgment of that other Perfon ; echoed indeed by him, 
and with no other Authority than that of am Echo re+ 
peating the Sound, without Knowledge of. the Senfe ;

Vienna, Aug. 5. N. §. 

Wretey laft, about eight in the Evening the 

Corpfe of the late Count Daun our Governor, 
&c. was carry’d from his Houfe to the Aulic Church of 
the Barefooted Auguftins, attended by a great Number 
of Lords, Ladies, and all the Officers of the Garrilon, 
and interr’d in the Vault of his Family. Before the 
Church 500 Men of his Regiment were pofted, who 
made three Difcharges of their {mall Arms, as ufual up- 
on thofe Occafions, and there were Mafles faid in the 
Church for three Days fucceffively for his Soul. 

Mr. Robinfon having been fome Days at Presbourg 
to receive his Orders from the Queen, fet out for Silefia 
with a Commifiion to attend the King of Pruffia himfelf, 
and is afterwards to goto Hanover. ’Tis {lill reported, 
that an Accommodation is as good as concluded, but 
they don’t tell us the Preliminaries, Mr. Robinfon alfo 
carry’d Difpatches to General Neuperg, direfting him 
-o march with his Army towards Glatz, and to fend 
‘ome | roops towards Bohemia and the Frontiers of Ba- 
varia. ‘The laft Letters from Neifs fay, that General 
Neuperg is actually march’d with our Army towards 
Glatz, and gone to incamp at Helkem, and that the 
King of Pruflia has caus’d fome Regiments to march to- 
wards Berlin. There feems to be fomé Alteration of the 
King of Pruflia’s Defigns which we cannot yet pene- 
trate.
